I regret that the cost of pioneering in the field in which you are now 
working makes it impossible for me to make a contribution or subscribe to your 
publications , much as X might like to read them* 

If you have a press list, I would like to be on it. 

If YOU would lik e copies of my books on the JFK assassination for ; : 'Our 
library I'll give them to you. Essentially, these report and analyse the 
wo rk in g s of the FBI end to a lesser degree, of the CIA ana Secret Service. 

The spooks have had an interest in me and in varying degrees, in otherd 
working or reputed to be working on political assassinations. Proving tnxs 
is another matter, of course. 

And being able to prove the operation does not identify the operators. 
Thus it is not possible* to sue for damages to my typewriter and tape recoraer, 
both of which were ruined when my baggage was intercepted. 

If any of those who have confessed^ whom you know have reported any 
official interest in those of uo writing about the political assassinations 
I would like to know so I :oay ask if their knowledge includes me. If 1 can 
sue, I will. 

If any of these people were active in the Minneapolis area in about hay 
of 1967, thsy may have knowledge, for the attention I received there was 
rather obvious. It included a non-reporter at a press conference, agents 
in the audience taping and the interception of baggage as well as tails 
spotted occasionally. (Two sat through an almost-tornado while Idia a 
marathon radio broadcast of about 18 hours!) On that trip, the nsiy paper 
in my luggage was taken . Even paper matches. And when I got .o^ew Orleans, 
my addressbook disappeared from ny motel room. Correspondence with the 
university and the Army was unfruitful. I got the usual evasions and 
pseudo-denials. I rather suspected the Army's large operation although 1 
knew of no Army interest in the subject on which I spoke, largely cause 
size of their operations and knowledge from my own earlier experience oi 
inter-agency cooperation. 

There were also harrasument operations, like threatening phone calls. 
Some were pretty sophisticated, like playing nc the sound track of Sl^e 
on a 2:30 a.m. phone call. Others, aimed at my wife, required what was 
not known except where I was going, that I would not be at home. 

Good luckt. This rotten business ought be deterred.
